A CHURCH OF ENGLAND MINIS- 
TER ON THE DEVIL. 



At St. James' chnroh, Marylebone, 
on Sunday, the 20th instant, Mr. 
Haweis addressed a donsely crowded 
congregation on tlio .sulijcct of tho 
Devil. After iilkidiuy tu tho recout 
judgement of tlio Privy Council, by 
which it appeared that not lo boliovo 
in the Arch-liend did not con.stiUito a 
man an 'evil liver' or 'tlepravor of tho 
prayer-book,' he said bo islj<Jidd lay 
before them hoiiio fact.s which would 
help them to decide upon tlie e.vist- 
enoe of the Areh-Fiend for themselves 
and he should not disguise bis own 
opinion, which was that whilst ho did 
not think the real existenco of one 
chief devil could bo satisfactorily es- 
tablished, ho saw nothing; irrational in 
the conception of a variety of evil in- 
fluences connected with personalities 
both in the flesh and out of the flesh. 
There was nothing in Genesis to show 
that the Serpent meant tho Devil; 
that meaning had been read into it from 
the Revelations, but with that last 
book he should not now deal. Tho 
storj.of the ^all and serpent worship 
generally, were common to many Eas- 
tern religions. The serpent and tho 
apples were common symbols of tho 
earthly desu-es. Ht. Paul merely says 
that Eve was tempted by a serpent; 
nothing about tb© Dovil. Escejjtiug 
Job^ Zechariah, and Chronicles, all 
late books of tho Old Testament, 
there is no mention of iSatan. Jeho- 
vah first exorcised all the Satanic at- 
tributes — hardened Pharaoh's heart, 
destroyed his chariots, and 'moved' 
David to number the i^eoplo,' as in the 
book of II. Samuel; but in tho Chron- 
icles, a much later book, Satan is said 
to 'provoke' David to number, A;c., 
and gradually all tho objectionable 
functions were thus transferred to 
Satan, or 'an accuser'; but this Satan 
■was a Son of God, as in Job, still on 
cood terms with the Creator. Ho was 
Employed to withstand Balaam, as an 
'adversary,' when ho is called an An- 
gel of God. In Zechariah ho is re- 
buked for over-readiness to accu.se 
the brethren; in fact, in his capacity 
of public prosecutor, he became hated 
by Israel, and continued to rise iu im- 
portance, accusing, and over slauder- 

■ ing right and left.unil Israel met wi h 
Persia, and with the Ormuzd and 
Ahriman — the good and evil gods of 
Persia, Ahriman, the evil god, was 
Boon fitted on to Satan, the Accusing 
Angel. One step more and Satau bo- 
comes tho rival of Jehovah, and gathers 
about him a court of infernal spirit.s. 
This last growth of the Devil creed 
can be traced to the Apocrypha. At 
Christ's coming it was full blown. 
Did Jesua Christ believe iu tho Devil? 
Tho preacher alluded to the tempta- 
tion of Jesus by tho Devil as having 
been deemed parabolic oven by ortho- 
dox commentators, and therefore not 
the point to establish doctrines; but 
he pointed out its spiritual signifi- 
cance. He dwelt on Christ's alhisioii 
to Beelzebub, tho prince of the devils, 
as not conclusive, because given in 
answer to a question in which fools 
seemed to be answered according to 
tneir folly, and other passages where 
Christ alluded to Satan wore shown to 
be translatable by 'tho accuser' or 'an 
adversary,' and the fact that Chri.st 
used words and phrases familiar to the 
Jews with a new, or what they woukl 
have thought a nou-naluial, luoauing, 
was applied to his usu of tho word 
Satan — as iu 'Get theo behind mo, 
Satan,' etc., addressed to Peter. Pas- 
sages in Paul's epistles in which tho 
Devil was rendered 'slanderer' and 
'oocuser' were also quoted to show 
how arbitrary had been the use of tho 
words 'Satan, aiid'Devil' by our tran.s- 
lators. Tho history and iiicreasiiif,' 
popularity and degradation of the 
Devil creed v^s next dwelt ii|)ou. lu 
conclusion, the preacher urged that 
the existence of an Arch-l'iend and 
attendant fionds could, strictly sjieak- 
ing, be neither anirined nor demoil, 
although a history of tho belief might 

• bo traced. We were tempted — tbat 
was enough — whether by man with- 
out, or by fiends without, or by lusts 

■ vritliin, our struggle would be the 
same whatever its source.

Mrs. Belknap's Iiast Appear- 
ance^ ' 



This season Mrs. Belknap determin- 
ed to establish a precedent, and de- 
clined returning visits unless those 
made bj the wives and daughters of 
olhcers of the army and navy; the dip- 
lomatic crops and a few others. She 
gave no evening entertainment but 
her dinners, and she has hnd three or 
four each week since New Year's, 
which W070 of tho most roiiued and 
elegant description. There wore usual- 
ly covers for fourteen, and the 'menu' 
embraced every delicacy in and out of 
season, served on a table glitterinjg 
with costly silver and fine glass, and 
illuminated by a profusion of rare 
llowers. These dinners have been the 
talk of the town, and it has been con- 
sidered as great an honor to receive a 
card for one of Mrs. Belknap's dinners 
as for dinner served at the White 
House. The toilettes have been of 
tho most elaborate and exponsivo 
materials. At the last gorman where 
she received tho guests for tho 'Bache- 
lor's Club' who gave it, the dress worn 
by hes was said to have cost six hun- 
dred dollars, and came from Pingatin 
Paris, and this was one of the most 
modest of her costumes. Her laces 
and jewels were the envy of the ladies 
of the diplomatic oorps,and that speaks 
volumes for their worth and magnifi- 
cence. 

Her last ajipoarance in public was 
on Monday last, when she attended 
three entertainments, the first an ele- 
gant dinner party given by Madame 
Bergmont, ttt her superb house on H 
street. Here she seemed not to be 
very bright, and remarked to a lady 
near her: "I am not well; I am so 
nervous, and I ought not to bo hero." 
What wonder she was nervous, with 
tho sword ready to fall and destroy hor 
and her husband. Later, she wont to 
the last reception given by Mr.Briggs. 
tho prominent banker, and his daugh- 
ters; and still later to a loay-year party 
given by Admiral and Mis. Porter. 
Her costume of shimmariug silk was 
half bidden under the drapery of 
foamy, costly lace, worth, they say, a 
prince's ransom. Her ornaments, as 
1 hoard tho next day, were a costly 
paruro of diamonds, which glittorod 
and flashed forth a thousand colors, 
worn for the first time. She was sur- 
rounded all the evening by friends, 
and was acknowledged the most ele- 
gantly dressed lady of tho evening. —

RIAGES. 

A telegram from Rome under date 
Feb. 12, appears in tho English jour- 
nals and runs as follows: 'Pius IX 
has made a remarkable exception to 
the rule he has never before broken 
during his long Pontificate, by grant- 
ing a dispensation for the marriage, 
celebrated hero on Wednesday, bo- 
twoou Miss Story, Protestant, tho 
(laughter of W. W. Story, the well- 
known sculptor and author, and the 
Commendatore Peruzzi, Oatholic, 
brother of the Syndic of Florence. 
The Roman Catholic marriage was 
first celebrated, but without muss, in 
tho Barborini Palace, by tho Acting 
Parocco of St. Bernardo, under in- 
Btruotions from tb9 Holy Office. %h.9 



witnesses for the bride were Prince 
Temmasse Corsini and the Marchese 
Lajatioa; for the bridegroom, Signer 
Maldini Peruzzi, Syndic of Florence, 
and Count Pauissera. At midday 
the civil rite was performed at the 
Capitol by Signor Venturi, Syndic of 
Rome, when Hon. Goorgo March, 
United States Minister to Italy, and 
Rev. R. S. Nevin, D. D., Rootor of 
the Aniorican Episcopal Church of St. 
Paul in Romo, signed for tho bride, 
and Count Panissera, Prefect of the 
royal palace, and the Commendatore 
Marignoli, for the bridegroom. Some 
of the extreme Ultramontanes express 
much displeasure at this act of the 
Pope, which came directly from him- 
self after long, and to the parties in- 
terested, vexatious delays had been 
caused by the clerical 'Ring' which 
shuts in hia Holiness. It will be re- 
membered that Gregory XVI. granted 
one ilispenDation for a mixed marriage 
to bo celebrated in Rome — that be- 
tween a Roman Catholic lady, coun- 
tess Bentivoglio, and a Protestant 
gentleman, Mr. Middleton/

Annual Report of the Board of Slreo' 
tors of Royal Hospital, Victoria* 

Your DirectorH bo(» to report that tho change made 
at tho last geucriil iiicctiiig, reducing the number of 
elective directors from Hixtcen to six, has proved, in 
otir opinion, a decided advantage. 

During tho last yiai your directors considered It 
cipedient lo eaui t a cliangc in the staff of the I'OSpit- 
al by hubslitiitliii; n visiting for a re.ideut surgeon, 
and obtained the BirvicuB Of Ur. Davie; also, engag- 
ing Mr. Kutherlord and wife PS steward and cook. 
This change your directors find has shewn ineressed 
eflicleucy with a considerable reduction in expendi- 
ture, as compared with previous years. 

Your directors regret to say that illness deprived 
them of tbe sarvloes of Mr. itntherford, to whose ao> 
tlve exertions much of the Improvement In the work- 
ing of tbis iuetitutlou Is due. Another change made by. 
the Board was the purchase of suppllos from trades, 
men in rotation, inhl('ad of by contract as formerly. 
This thi-y conBkliT liaH proved bciieflolal 10 the Hos- 
pital and Balihfiictory to thu Dimrd. 

At the L'oiiim, ncLUiunt of the year tlio books of the 
Hospital showed an Indi'btediii .-s of $:i,nOH 70, which 
amount was met by a grant from tho Provincial OoT- 
erument of {3,000. 01 this Bum $J,'J50 has been re- 
ceived by tho Board and paid over pro rati:), as Bhown 
by tho Treasurer's account: the balance, J760, is still 
due from tho Provincial Ooverniuent. 

During the year a new Ward has been erected by 
tho Govomment, which enabled the directors to in- 
crease the comfort of patients by making a day ward 
for convalescents to be used also as a dining room. 
Hitherto all mealB were Borved In tho sick wards. 

The drainage, winch w.ii, v ly dciii iive, haa been 
greatly improvcil, and a (li'iul-limiBo, wliich formerly 
was underuonth tno bullilliig. hua Leon constructed 
on another part tif tlie ground. 

Another Iniinovoim nt wlilcb adds much to the 
comfort uf the paticulB, and wliioh your directors 
have been ablo to do out of tho ordinary revenue, was 
to purchase lu England iron bedsteads to replace tbe 
old stretchers. 

During the yoar ICS patients have been admitted, 
making, with i'i already there, a total of 137 Indoor 
patients. Of this, U bave died, 99 have been dis. 
charged and 17 remain in tbe wards. There have also 
been 41 pursouii treated as outdoo' patients, receiv- 
ing advice and medicine gratis. The daily cost per 
head averngoB SO centM, and deducting the amounts 
for furniture and repnlm, reduces this lo 84 cenlHper 
head. Tho average, as reported lastyear, being $1 03, 
thus showing a saving of about HO cents per head per 
day during the past year.

"JflL'Patzriot's Commission. 

In September last the Local Gov- 
ernment came to a standstill for want 
of funds. So "baid up" were they 
that the tbird of the mouth was reach- 
ed without the Ministers having re- 
ceived their salary. The Finance 
.Minister was iu despair. Ho shut him- 
self in his room and when confronted 
"With an account held up an empty 
purse and u torod the depressing ejac- 
nlation, "Basted!" Mr. DeOoamos, be- 
ing a patriot, was sent for to give his 
patriotic opinion on the situation. He 
suggested borrowing, and undertook to 
iatorview a looal cspitulibt. In an hour 
twQ he returned with the glad tidings that 
upon placing in the capitalist's hands 
security to the value of §222,000 he 
■would loan the Province $30,000 for 
one yeai- at eight per cent. The bar- 
gain was struck, the security furniuhed 
and the sum loaned. 

Being a patriot, the reader will say, 
Mr. DeCosmos charged nothing for 
his services. There, friend, is just 
■where you are wrong. For his couple 
of hours' work Mr. DeCosmos charged 
the patriotic sum of SIX HUNDRED 
DOLliA-RS — or a rate of two per 
cent, on $30,000 — thus raising the 
interest really paid on that loan to 
TEN PEB CENT. PER AN- 
NUM. And those ignorant, silly, 
childish and stupidly dishonest men 
called an Executive Council submitted 
to the extortion — the robbery — paid 
the patriotic commission of Six Hun- 
dred Dollars for a trilling service 
which had'they possessed the brains 
of an average oyster, Qr^^ thfij industry 
of an average donkey 'thiey oouldjAifliye 
performed themselves- byl'.'-'.vralking 
across the Square. 

We believe we are correct in saying 
that this charge ot Six Hundred Dol- 
lars does not appear in the Public Ac- 
count as laid before the House. Why 
it was 'pM.d, and being paid why it was 
omitted from the accounts, the House 
will probably have occasion to ask. 
We merely state the fact now. 

The Clouds Lifting. 

The Ottawa telegrams which wo 
publish to'day will bo read with feel- 
ings of satisfaction by every one in 
this city, at least. The announcmeut 
of the Government policy to push 
railway work as rapidly as the means 
of the country will allow, and to fulfil 
the terms made by the Macdonald 
Government as far as pobsible is gra- 
tifying, indeed. The declaration of 
Mr. Mackenzie respecting the route 
leaves little room for doubt that Bate 
I let is th^ .point at which the railway 
ifnlV rei^pli salt water. In the selection 
i6f the B.hte Inlet route we think will 
be foiind d Solution of the unhappy 
jnisunderstanding with Canada,, that 
has so long disturbed the public mind 
of British Columbia. Should the cen- 
tral or Buto Inlet route bo Bolected 
(the fact will soon be known) the 
/iC^pst'i^ot^h of a lino of railway from 
Ijtanaimo t;o Esquimau, with the aid 
lot a money subsidy from the Domin- 
ion Government, would bo a work 
easy of accomplishment. The coal 
lands, alone, would yield in ten jears 
a larger sum than the road would 
cost; and: this, coupled with 
the certainty that the Island 
line must sooner or later form 
a link in the grand continental 
railway, will be sure to attract the at- 
tention of capitalists. We take it for 
granted that the people of the Pro- 
vince are not concerned as to who 
xaay construct the Island railway. All 
they care to know is that a rail- 
way will be built. Whilst, therefore, 
the Ottawa Government will be re- 
lieved of the responsibility of con- 
structing the Island road, they will 
ct^^perienoe little or no difhculty iu 
finding a private company to 
undertake the work for the money 
subsidy the Dominion is prepared to 
give and the land grant. The difficul- 
ties between the two Govdrnm'en'lB 
may be said, therefore, to. have been 
odvanoed a very important stage to- 



wards arrangement, and wo shall bo 
much surprised and disappointed if in 
a very few weeks the dififerendes ! shall 
not be smoothed oyer and the^''ei;iten'- 
te pbrdiale" between the East and 
"V^Tfek re-established on an enduring 
basis... It should be the earnest aim 
ana endeavour of every man and news- 
paper in the Province to bring about 
so desirable a state of things; While 
upon this subject we feel that we can- 
not .allow to pass unrebnked an article 
that'appeared iu the editorial columns 
of our contemporary on Friday. 
In that article the writer af- 
fects to take a most despondent 
view of the cotintry's pro.spoota, and pro- 
ceeds in the most deliberate manner to 
unsottlo the minds of business men nnd 
destroy their credit abroad by HtaliuK 
that "property in almost unaalublo and 
tr^de is at a staudstill." The writer then 
prdpeeds to say that tUff^fiinBiiiieSB "out- 
look ia gloopay in the extreme;" that 
where "3200,000 worth of buildings were 
put up last year ten thousauil dollars' 
worth of buildings" will not bo put up 
this year; and coiioludos that "artitioors 
iu all branches of tuo building trade are 
soriously contemplating an exodus from 
this countiryl"' Ndw, mm, ' yie' say' that 
the quotations we have : made from our 
oontemporary are untrue. More: they 
are wickedly and designedly falao. They 
possess not the smallest grain of truth; 
and wore written with no othor object 
than to oxcito tho popular mind agaiu.st 
the Fjlliott Government. People hero 
will smile at the oontomptiblo fal.sohoods. 
They can be weighed and estimated at 
their true value by persons living on tho 
spot. Tbey^j^ass here tor base metal in- 
deed. But 'what will bo their effect 
abroad? What will tho meroiinnts in 
Sun Francisco, in Canada, in London, 
think of British Columbia when they 
read that article V What, othor than that 
instead of being a country that has escap- 
ed the business depression almost uni- 
versal inthe jEiftSt, the entire community 
is in a state of ^ financial x^auporism and 
bankruptcy! 

It may snit the purpose of tho Standard 
to decry tho standing of our buwiueas 
men and to belittle their prospects by 
predicting the "exodus" of tho popula- 
tion; but it in intolerable that a newspa- 
per published in this city, and BubBisting 
upon the grace and favor of its inhabi- 
tants, nhonld represent them to be iu a 
state of financial depression bordering on 
panic at a time when the very reverse is 
the fact.

stops toward the work of connecting 
the two great oceans, and had it not 
been for the 'Herald' it is reasonably 
certain that before many years the 
fatal canal would have -bdeh oHfe,' -and 
the ruin of Canada and Great Britain 
accomplished.

Let^us BUppdUe tRt^a'cahal wero to 
be cu¥ tlirough this' Jsthtiius ■ so that 
the waters of the Atlantic and the Paci- 
fic conld mingle without' any obstrc- 
tion. The equatorial curr6nt would 
then find no obstacle in the way of its 
westward course, and would have no 
f uHher_.excu'a(t for_ eeekinigl ; an jontlet 
through the^ St .-aits of Florida. It 
would pour into the Pacific and join 
its waters with those of the great Paci- 
fic oquotorial current. It is the latter 
current which, turning northward 
after reaching the Asiatic coast, forms 
the Kuro-Siwo.- The result of uniting 
the two ocea'nS"WOUld'thutf be the im- 
mediate disappearance of the Gulf 
Stream and a vast increase of the vol- 
ume and temperature of the Kuro- 
Siwo. This is what the Herald has 
just discovered, aiji'd ll^o.cai^DOt be too 
thankful that the "disopfe'ryNstis made 
in time to stay the Vfist^ pick-axe of 
the canal makers. 

It would be difficult to overestimate 
the terrible consequences which would 
foUbw fhia'disappearahciB' Gulf 
Strea^T '^Aifoth'er "iflacial'penod would 
immediately begin, Tbe whole of 
Canada and British America would be 
buried under eternal ice, and a like 
frigid fate would overtake the north- 
western port of Europe. Tho valleys 
of the St. Lawrence and the Thames 
would be filled with enormous glaciers 
and the coasts of Ireland and England 
would bo inhabited only by wandering 
Esquimaux, seals, and Polar bears. 
The Queen, who.aojr trcewtl^Sip iher 
glorious apartments :in the Tower of 
London as she reads tbe "ppyyerfnl 
editorials" which emanate from the 
"Herald's" intellectual department, 
would be compelled to go and trem- 
ble in India or Australia, while Lon- 
don would; slowly ■ ^ipap^ear under a 
moimiaiil' of snoW ana •■ ice; Ottawa 
City would never bo the scone of an- 
other masked ball from which per- 
sons of real merit coul 1 bo excluded 
on tho frivolous plea that they had 
not been invited to attend; and the 
office of GoverpQE-General of Canada 
would cease to " exist. As for New 
York, its commerce would vanish, in- 
asmuch as its harbor would be ice 
bound more than half the year. Still 
the "fierald" wotild vjndoubtedly con- 
tinue to be, published, and special 
telegrams from Ujiji and Timbuctoo 
containing poetical quotations from 
Shakespeare and Dr. Watts would 
take the ^ilace of tho present "Her- 
ald" 'specials' from London and Paris. 

IkteanwI^ile the increased warmth of 
the .Kuro-^Sivra 'W'vuld give Alaska and 
Oregon a climate' bf almost tropical 
warmth. N6w cities would spring up 
on tho Pacific coast, and the greater 
part of the population of tho Atlantic 
States would go west. The Atlantic 
Ocean would become a , solitaty and. 
frozen waste, and Pacifilo" Mail stock 
would approciato, while tho Cunard 
and Inman Companies Would be to- 
tally ruined. Of course, all this can 
be prevoutod by tho simple process of 
not cutting a canal across the isthmus. 
Tho "Herald" does not adyocate any 
such plan, and is apparently quite 
.willing that England and Canada 
should bo covered with perpetual ice. 
There are insults which can oply be 
washed out with ice, nnd'"it-is jDot 
strange that at the present momCnt- 
tho "Herald" is willing to see Ottawa 
city ground to powder under a giant 
glacier. However, it is just probable 
that tbo isthmus may be cut without 
depriving us of the Gulf Stream. The 
"Herald" has apparently forgotten 
that tho proposed canal will be pro- 
vided with n number of locks, and 
that unless tho equatorial current has 
a unique talent for running up hill, it 
cannot rush through the canal with 
auy force. At any rate, Ottawa city 
and London need not fear immediate 
destruction. The canal ' will not bo 
cut for some years to como, and there 
will bo abundant time for Lord Duf- 
ferin to give another masked ball, and 
to invite the entixe ihjlielleQtuard^part- 
ment 'of the ' "Herald'' -to : be preeien t, 
disguised as. alale iflditora/i aoal^ters.
